What was once a big job requiring 
many hours of hard work has been 
ceduced to a simple task of a few

Most Northerly Hydro Development 
On Large Scale In Canadu 


There is more than a touch of ro- 
mance in connection with the an- 
nouncement that early next month 
the first electric power. will have 
been developed and will be avai)ablé 
fur use on the Churchill River. The 
Hudson Bay Mining and Smo!ting 
Company has an initial development 
of 2,000 horse-power almost com- 
pleted to be used in connection. with 
the work of bringing in the ‘targer 
development of 40,000 orze-power 
which is required for the operation 
of the mine and smelter at Flin ®lon. 

There is little doubt but that this 
is the most northerly hydro devMop- 
ment in Canada, at least in a major 
way. Island’ Falls, where the 
Churchill is being harnessed, is 450 
miles north of Winnipeg. A_ few 
years ago anyone who suggested 
that by 1929 the waters of the 
Churchill would be producing clec- 
trical energy would have been looked 
upon as a visionary dreamer. That 
it has already come to pass ts an- 
other proof of the striking rapidity 
with which the north country is be- 
ing opened up.
